" Arc the Govornincnfc doing anything 
to expe dite this most necessary enter- 
prise? Ila\ e they put one foot before 
the otlior in in eaniest cfl'ort to bring 
the prqjeci to the notice of the Do- 
minion Government? Have they drawn 
the attention of Eastern capitalists to 
the fact that a line of railway construct- 
ed from Nanaimo to Esquiuwlt would 
inevitably cairy all tlu' cohI now con- 
veyed by vessels tlirou,i,'h the navigable 
waters from Esquinialt to Nanaimo] 
Have they prepared statistics, made a 
report and preaented a well-digested 
Boheuie in support of the project to any 
one on the face of the wide earth who 
would be likely to interest himself in 
itfi favor! One of the demands of the 
sece :sion memorial was an Island rail- 
way which occupies, also, the first im- 
portant position in the Cabsarvon 
settleroent. That settlement called for 
the annual expenditure of 32,000,000 
in railway construction on the Main- 
land, which the contracts juit signed 
at Ottawa for the Eiuory-Savona rail- 
way will insure; and preparations to 
build that line were commenoed by the 
thelaf eGo%'ernmont before the secession 
memorial saw the light. There remains, 
then, only the Island railway to bo 
undertaken to realize the aspirations of 
the petitioners. The Premier is at 
Ottawa, trying to clear up the clock 
muddle, for the existence of which he, 
more than any other living man, is re- 
sponsible. He is also acting in the 
capacity of "Counsel for the Dominion 
Government" in the arbitration case. 
Will he, whilst there, bear in mind 
the Island railway! Can he aflord 
sufficient time from the duties ho has as- 
sumed in contiavention of the consti- 
tution of this Province, or from the 
round of pleasures which always obtain 
at the opening of a session of Parlia- 
ment, to look after the vital interests 
of the Province? We do not mean a 
spasmodic etlbrt put forth to .save ap- 
pearances; but a strong, decided, vigor- 
ous and maintained exertion in tliat be- 
half. Not mere claptrap dispatches 
written to dangle before the eyes of the 
local House and distract the attention 
of members from the real condition of 
the country. There has been too much 
of that sort of tiling in the past. Peo- 
ple who accepted promises as Gos- 
pel are now asking, cui bono ? 
They are looking for the beneficial re 
suits of tie legislation of the past two 
sessions ; and they look in vain. It is 
Dead Sea fruit that they grasp — fair 
to view, yet turning to ashes on the 
lip. Three of the four financial 
measures of the Government have been 
disallowed, and the fourth is trembling 
in the balance. The crop which pro- 
mised well has proved disappointing. 
There is scarcely anything to mark the 
present epoch in legislation save fresh 
imposts, disallowed bills and new mud- 
dlei. Everything is mixed up, unsat- 
isfactory, without finality, sy.^tem or 
meiiitiu. Even the drydock, which the 
late O'overument proposed to assign to 
the Imperial Govfrnnient to complete 
is now reported to be in a con 
dition that is anything but 
pleasant to conif inplate. We are 
a .varo that the Prt inier has a ditHcult 
vo/e to play ai OtUiwa. As "Counsel 
•or the Dominion Gov.:;i'nment" ho will 
find i'. Lard to ah;.anic an attitude an- 
tagonistic to that Government in 
matters which atlect the entente cordiaU- 
of the Dumiuioii with this Province. 
With a i;r^ fee as "Dominion Counsel" 
in one hai. !, how he can hold a sprig 
of shilhileigh in the other and demand 
our riithts! Nothing could possibly be 
more pei'ple,x;Int' than the position in 
which he is placed, and as the country 
must be a sutllTer in the long lun ly 
the remissness, stupiflity or disiioiie.siy 
of its officials, the etfect cannot fail to 
be disastrous. It was to preclude the 
possibility of members of the Local 
House being influenced by Dominion 
patronage that the present Constitution 
Act, (which unseats a member for ac 
cepting employment from the Dominion 
Government to which is attach- 
ed any fee or emolument) was passed by 
this House. So zealously has the 
Province guarded against the admission 
of federal politics into the local arena 
that Domii.ion officials are actually dis- 
franchised by Act of Parliament. Ami 
yet — and yet the Premier at whose in- 
stance these restrictive measures were 
introduced is the very first man to 
break his political neck over the ob- 
stacle which he reared to trip others up. 
The position of the Premier at Ottawa, 
as we have intimated, is a difficult and 
dangerous one. He is trying to serve 
two masters — to ride two horses that 
are going in opposite direction.s. A 
catastrophe is inevitable. The Premier 
will surely come to grief between tlie 
rival interest.". His impending fate, 
however, cannot prevent us urging on 
the attention of the Premier and his 
colleagues the importance of at least 
trying to serve the country at Ottawa, 
by pressing upon the notice of the Do- 
minion Government the importance of 
taking steps to sijpfdily begin the con- 
struction of nn Tslnnd Rnilvvav lino.

To THE EdITOH OF THE COLONIST: — 

Sir — At the meeting of Council this even- 
ing the notice of motion given by 
Councillor; Mansell at the first meeting 
of the new Council, having reference 
to the closing of saloons at a certain 
hour each evening and on Sunday dur- 
ing church hours, will como up for 
discussion, and it is sincerely to be 
hoped that it will receive that candid 
consideration its importance demands. 
I think it is a move in the right 
direction, and no do many others. 
There is no good reason why the 
saloons of this city sl.ould be kept 
open continuously night and day, from 
week to week, the whole year round, 
us they now>re, lurinp; men from theii 
families and boys from their homes, to 
the destruction of domestic "peace and 
comfort in the one case and moral 
ruin in the other. Mr. Mansell de- 
serves the thonks of the community 
for moving in this matter, not except 
ing the saloon keepers themselves, who.

It is 
possible that the genial influence of 
Her Royal Highness having been re- 
moved, the youthful Governor con- 
templates having a row. Imagine the 
veteran statesman, Sir John Mac- 
donald, compelled to write, "Please sir 
may I go to Torontol" or Sir Charles 
Tupper meekly pleading the illness of 
his father in Nova Scotia as a reason 
for al)sentiiig himself from Ottawa! 
It is iiarrated that wlioii .Sir Edmund 
Head once issued .sonio intimatiou to 
his Ministers about oflice hours, tlio 
gallant but irascible Sir George Cartier 
sent back a memorandum to tho A. D.

The Sunlja 
i Ifo/jf:, their organ, has lately roa|)puar- 
ed and, strange to say, on tiner paper and 
in better typo than previously. His M.a- 
jesty, who is said to have had tho doubt- 
ful pleasure of coming across the Smija i 
Wolja among his usual morning pa[)or3, 
has been much annoyed by these sedi- 
tious harangues, and (jrderod diligent 
searches to be instituted for tho ap{iro- 
hension of tho individual who placed the 
revolutionary sheet on hia writing table. 
Suffering for many years under a constant 
fear of being destined to fall a victim to 
the assas.sin'rf ruthless hand, the Emperor, 
although feigning outward eoraposuro on 
his appearance in public, is at heart really 
nervous whenever he is obliged to loavo 
tho shelter of the Winter Palace. His 
movements being known long beforeluind 
by the police, largo squads of them in 
plain clothes are always detached to post 
themselves along the streets through 
which his Majesty has to pass.

It is evident that 
some such otHcial representation has bo 
come n necessity, ho that there may 
bo continually at tlnj elbow of the 
Colonial Secretary in London, who is 
alway.s a member ol tho Briti.sh Cab- 
inet, some one cooipQi^ent to in.'struct 
and ^enlighteii, anjl^at' the same time 
authorizedito urge and, if need be, to' 
worrj the placid John Bull who may- 
hold the Colonial OHleo. It is not im- 
probable that this may bo the begin- 
ning of an important change in tho re- 
lations of tho coloi^ies to the , mother 
country; as the:facfi tliab the want of a 
Re.siilont IMinister is felt by Ctuuula 
undoubtpdly jioints to. an iiilieiont 
necessity of it similar ofllcial for the 
other colonies. The tondeucy of this 
step will be to give rise to a, virtual 
representation of all the colonies by 
Ministers in I,ondon, and there is 
every lilcplihood that, ultimately, these 
Ministers will !»; formed by legislation 
into ;i Colonial (JouiK-il, Tin.'ro is no 
doubt llmt- the jii'PsiMit tie between the 
self-.gnvprnin.g colonies and the- Home 
(iovoniment i.s too looso, nnd that it 
requires to be tightened iu tho inter- 
ests of the empire. It would be dif- 
ficult to foreoHst the future of the re- 
lations of the i.'qloiiies. Numerous 
writers lia\'0 propouiidpd schenios of 
r(>prpspntation of tho colonies in Par- 
liament itself, but \vi'. doubt \vht;ther 
such an extreme stop a.s that is likely
